The autobiography reflects tha dignity, and 
seriousness, and thought fulness, that marked Mr. 
Macready’s character. It not only gives us an 
* e own genius and tbe tenor and 

te of huis life, but it abounds in candid and 
intelligent criticisms of the various masterpieces 
of dramatic literature, and of the talent and art 
of the illustrious actors contemporary with him. 
To the lovers and the votaries of the theatre, it 
is a moet useful and helpful treatise on the aims, 
the work, aod the character of the English stage. 
The selections from Mr. Macready's diaries show 
us more plainly the inner heart of the man, re- 
vealing its secret workings, its ambition, ite 
weakness, its purify and goodness, and little- 
pees. It touches ours more nearly, awakening 
pity, and sympathy, admiration and regret, but 
it is more narrow in interest, and less profitable, 
than the earlier portion of the memoir. The 
letters are not numerous, ‘and are grave and cir- 
cumspect, iu keeping with all that their author 
accomplished. 

Mr. Macready had exeelient abilities, not of 
the highest order, and, with untiring industry, 
av honorable pride, and a noble resolution to 
“do m the best manner whatever was to be 
done,” be obtained eminence as an actor and 
universal respect as a gentleman. But he did 
not love his art. To the last hour that he stood 
before the footlighte, be was ashamed of his 
profession, and feit mortified and hb umiliated thas 
1; debarred him from a presentation abt Court, 
t ad from other privileges of the sort that his 
eavied acquaintance enjoyed. When he had 
faally left the stage, and it was at the earliest 
moment that his pecuniary circumstances would 
mit, he exulted in the feeling that he could 
ai last look his fellow-men, of whatever sta- 
His

artistic career. He, could not bring bim- 
self tq appear before them in the character of 
em actor. His first-born, a daughter, in whom 
bis affections were ceutred, died at the age of 
218 without having witnessed an exhibition of 
bis art in public.

This mau- 
vate nie was a lamentable weakness in the 
character Of Macready. It testifies that he 
lac ted exalted genius. Had it been bis endow- 
inevrt, he would have felt a secure consciousness 
thas ite exercise elevated bi ins 
of the earth, no matter piace the customs 
ead prejudices of society accorded him. Much 
as ve may admire Macready, his sterling worth, 
and bis genuime talent and honest ions, 
we pity him more for the misery his proud and 
sensitive spirit perpetually saffered from the 
cisedvantages of his vocation. He could not re- 


dect himself so much as notte mind the tty 


luck of respect that he fancied might be felt for 
him among the more favored classes. He never 
gioried im bis art, aud it was impossible that he 
enoald reflect the. brightest glory upon it. To 
ach eve the ioftiest success in any work, the whole 
heat and soul must be consecrated to it. There 
must be no fear, ho doubt, no shame, no regret. 
Macready attained deserved renown, but be 
never climbed to the beights where calmly stood 
Siddons, Garrick, and Talma, who had faith in 
themselves and faith in their art, and were un- 
disturbed by the position and pretenses of the 
rest of the world. 
William Charles Macready was born in Lon- 
March 3, 1793. His father was a —— 
of provincial theatres.—a person of respectable 
position among his class, but of a violent tem- 
— which his son unfortunately in- 
erted. His mother was a gentle, ami- 
thle woman, whose loss he sustained when 
out 10 years old, and whose memory he ever 
cherished with the tenderest affeciion. William 
was in school at a very early age, and, be- 
ing of study and a docile pupil, made rapid 
advance in education. Before be had finished 
his Sth year he was sent to Rugby, where he 
reraamed until be was 15. At this time his 
fa her was laboring under financial difficulties, 
aud William, who had long before resolved upon 
entering the law, offered to go immediately upon 
the stage and relieve his of farther ex- 
pense ia bis education.

Mr. Macready played on several occasions with 
Betty, the young Roscius,” who. now re- 
sumed the stage after completing his education. 
In witnessing bis illustration of passages with 

the originality and fire of genius,” Macready 
was convinced that, had be not tocontend against 
the memory of bis béyish triumph and a faulty 
manner derived From frequent careless repeti- 
tons, he would have maintained a distinguished 
position in bis maturer years.” 

In 1814, Macready went up to London to con- 
suit with the manager of Covent Garden 
about the terms of an engagement that had 
beea offered him. No agreement was effected 
but Macready improved the opportunity to see 
Kean as Hichard ill. and Miss O'Neill aa Juliet. 
Meeting Kean at dinner, after bis performance 
of Richard III., Macready gives the following 
description of the great actor: - 

I need not say with what intense scrutiny I regarded 
him as we shook hands on our mutual introduction,’ 
The mild and modest expression of his Italian features, 
and his unassuming manner, which I might perhaps 
justly describe as partaking in some degree of shyness, 
took me by surprise, and 1 remarked with special in- 
terest the indifference with which he endured the ful- 
some flatteries of Pope, He was very sparing of words 
during, and for so time after; supper; but about | 
o’clock, when the aas had circulated pretty freely, he 
became animated, fluent, and eommunicative, His 
ancodotes were related with a lively sense of the 
ridiculous; in the melodies he sang there was a 
touching grace, and his powers of mimicry 
were most humorously and happily exerted in 
an admirable imitation of Sriham; and in 
a story of Incledon acting Steady the Qua- 
ker, at Rochester, without any rehearsal,—where, in 
singing the favorite air, “ When the lads of the vil- 
lage so merrily, oh! he heard himself, to his dismay 
and consternation, accompanied by a single bessoon, 
—the music of his veice, his perplexity at each re- 
curring sound of the bassoon, Bis undertone maledic- 
tions on the ecif-satieiied musician, the peculiarity 
of his habits, all were hit off with a humor aad an 
exactness that equaicd the best display Matthews ever 
made, and almost convuised us with langhter, It was 
a memorable evening. the first and last I ever spent 
in private with this extraordinary man. 

To Mies O Neill as Juliet Mr. Macready pays a 
generous tribute : 

The charming picture she presented was one that 
time could not eflace from the memory. It was not 
aliogether the matchless beauty of torm and. faca, 
bat the spirit of perfect innocence and purity that 
seemed to sten in her speaking eyes and 
breathe from ber chiseled lips, To her might 
justly be ascribed the negative praise—in my 
mind the highest commendation that, as an 
artist, man or woman can receive--of @ total 
absence of any approach to affectation. There was in 
her look, voice, and manner an artiessness, ah appar- 
ent unconsciousness, so foreign to the generality of 
stage performers, that invited the spectator’s gaze.

The loud and long plaudits of the 
audience assured the debutant of his triumph 
before the piay was ended, and the manager 
greeted him when the curtain dropped with the 
encouraging remark: ‘* Well, my bey, you 
have dove capitaily ; and, if you could earry a 
play along with such a cast, I dont know what 
you cannot do! The boy“ who had thas brill- 
iantly opened his London career, was only 23, 
but sevea years of hard study and constant 
practice in the highest range of dramatic char- 
acters had matured bis powers much beyond his 
years. Among the cops dramatique who wit- 
nessed his first performance, Kean was resiarked 
in a private box, and was observed to be very 
liveral of his applause. Had personal vanity 
been one of Mr. Macready’s strong traits, he 
would have writhed under the frank comments 
upon his homely features that fell from people's 
lips, and reappeared in the newspapers after his 
debut. Intimations were given in the most fa- 
vorable criticiems that his face was not well 
‘calculated for the stage.“ The News 
Us review unh: Mr. Macready 
1s the plainest and. most awkwardiy-made 
man that ever trod the stage, but he 
is an actor whom in some respecis we prefer to 
Mr. Kean.” An evening or two ter, Mr. Mac- 
ready overheard a couple discuseing his personal 
disqualifications, one inquiring of the other 
whether be bad seen the new actor.” What. 
Macready? No, I have not seen him yet; I am 
told he is a capital actor, but a devilish ugly fel- 
low; they say he is an ugly likeness of Liston!“ 
Lhe young actor was fortunately not vulnerable 
at this point, for, as he says, I had been early 
builied into thinking humbly of myself in regard 
to personal appearance.” 

It would be impossible in the space at our 
command to follow Mr. Macready in all the steps 
of his subsequent stage career. Everyone who 
has heard bis name is aware of the professional 
dignities and honors which he speedily acquired, 
and to the end maintained, and we must be sat- 
istied with room at the moment for a few out of 
the multitude of interesting incidents that enrich 
his remiciscences.

ber lines, she delivered them imperfectly, and, 
on leaving the stage, Macready, whe was ever 
impatient and hot-tempered, chid the unhappy 
biunderer so severely that she shed many bitter 
tears. Six years later, at Aberdeen, he recog- 
nized in the attractive girl who played ._Virgaua 
to his Virginius, aud took his fancy eompletely 
captive at first sight, the child whom be had re- 
buked years before in Glasgow. Her beauty, in- 
telligence, and artiessnesé so affected bim that 
he sought a correspondence with her,’ with a view 
to assisting her in ber professional studies. It 
was not loog ere he discovered that his feelings 
were not merely those of an older friend, as he 
had innocently supposed, and he wooed the 
beautiful girl for bis wife. The avion was sin 
guiarly happy, and Macready’s devotion to her, 
whom he always spoke of as my Catherine,” 
and to the many children that she bore him, was 
fond and unremitting. 

Inthe fall of 1826 Mr. Macready made his 
firet visit to the United States, accompanied by 
his wife and mster. 
tres was gratifying to him im every way, and he 
returned to England bearing pleasant memories 
of the country, and of many of its distinguished 
citizens with whom he had contracted a life-long 
friendship. The Bowery Theatre was opened 
while Mr. Macready was in New York, and 
Messre. Conway and Forrest were members of 
ite company. Mr. Macready saw the Isiier per- 
sonave Dark Amon, apd thus sketches the 
actor : 

He was a very young man, not more, I believe, than 
one or two-and-.wenty, The Bowery lads,” a they 
wore termed, made great account of him, and he cer- 
tainly was poctessed of remarkable cualificatians, 
His figure wus good, though perhaps little too heavy; 
his face might be considered handsome, his voice 
excellent; he was gifted with extraordinary strencth 
of Umb, to which he omitted no opportunity 
of giving prominence. He had received on- 
ly the coramonest education, bat in his 
reading of the tex! he showed the discernment and 
good sense of an intellect much upon a level with 
that ef Conway; but he had more energy, and wae 
altogether dietinguished by powers that, under proper 
direction, might be productive of great effect. I saw 
him again in William Tell.” His performance wae 
marked by vehemence and rude force that told upon 
his hearers; but of pathos in the affecting interview 
with his son there was not the slightest touch, and it 
was evident te had not rightiy understood some 
passages in his text. My observation upon him was 
not hastily pronounced, My impression wes that, 
posscesed of natural requisites in ne ordinary degree, 
he might, under careful discipline; look forward to 
eminence in bis profession. If he would give himself 
up to a severe study of his art, and improve himaeif 
by the practice he could obtain before the audiences 
of the principal thestres of Great Britian, those of Ed- 
inburg, Liverpool, Manchester, ete. fthe good 
dramatie schools), he might make himself a first-rate 
actor. But to such a course of self-denying train- 
ing 1 was certain he never would submit, as 
its mecessity would not be mate par- 
ent to him, The injudicious and ignorant fiyiery, 
and the toe appimuse of his supporters in iow 
priced theatres, would fill his purse, would bund mu 


vanity, confirming his self-opinion of attised perfec- 
tion. I spoke of him constantly as a young maa of 
unquestionable promise, but I doubted his sulbinission 


style gains appleuse im the coarse melodramas of 
“Spartacus” and “Metamora™; but the traits of 
character in Shakspeare end the poetry of the legte 
mete drama are beyond his grasp. My forebedings 
were prophetic. 

When Mr. Macready revisited the United 
States, m 1848, it was with some intention of 
making a permanent residence bere; but the 
malevolence that was excited against him among 
the friends of Mr. Forrest, and that culmi- 
nated in the disgraceful riot at the Astor Place 
Theatre, New York, occasioned a revulsion of 
feeling, and he gladly embarked for England 
again, reflecting with joy as he gazed on the re- 
bed ing shores that it was the last time he should 
ever look om the scene before him. The account 
of this most unhappy et perience in America is 
given by Mr. Macready m a spirit of commenad- 
able moderation. There is no undue bitterness 
or severity in his expression, but all is treated 
with the calm dignity of a noble mind. 

In looking over the selections from Mr. 
Macreacdy's diary. the chief feeling is of wonde: 
at the anxiety and distress ine writer sufleced in 
his profession. Every circumstance connected 
with it harrassed him. Continual records like 
the following, taken at random, show what pow- 
er little things had to upset him: “June 28 


| (1849), acted Hamlet under very distressing, in- 


ca pacitating circumstances: a dress not fitting 
me; my hair 1 do not know how ; a sword every 
minute eticking in my shoes and breaking in my 
hand, wheu tryiog to use it,—altogether wiser- 
able, but I did my best under these disadvanta- 
ges. He never got over a nervous fluttering of 
the heart at seeing his name on the play-bilis, 
and often crossed the street to avoid encounter- 
ing it. He bade farewell to the Stage in 
1851, at the age of 57, and his feelings 
on retiring to private life were such as a 
galley-slave might harbor on gaining his liberty. 
It is pitiable that one weak element in his na- 
ture should have so poisoned his happiness, He 
was gifted with many talents and virtues, and 
earned by them distinguished honor and pros- 
perity in his profession, but he coald not enjey 
content or peace so long as be bad the rauk of ao 
actor. After his farewell to the publia in the 
part of Macbeth, at Drury Lane Theatre, Feb. 26, 
Mr. Macready never appeared on the stage again. 
From this time until his death. April 27, 1873, 
his life was uneventful: Io 1852 be buried his 
beloved Catherine, who for 29 years had filled 
his home with sunlight. His marriage with his 
second wife took place in 1860, and one son was 
the fruit of this anion. Seven children, all dearly 
loved and early mourned, preceded him to the 
tomb. 

The dramatic characters in which Mr. Me- 
cready particularly excelled were Virginius, 
Henry IF., Hanilet, and Macbeth. He assumed 
all the great poels that in his time were popular 
on the stage, going through with the entire list 
of Shakespeare's heroes. Cardinal Wolsey re- 
mained always one of his favorite assumptions. 
Four portraits of Macready, two in character and 
two in citizen's dress, embellish his memoirs, 
The volume is presented to American readers at 
an unusually low price.

‘‘Oanseries de Lundi (Monday Chats) is the 
title given by Sainte-Beuve to a series of weekly 
papers begun in 1849 and extended over a period 
of twenty years. They were publishedin Le 
Conatitutionnel, and gained for their author 2 
greater popularity than anything he had before 
preduced. They contained the mature opinions 
of the celebrated critic, carefully elaborated, 
and presented in peilacid language and. in a 
style devoid of the affectations that had dis- 
figured bis previous writings. Dut easy and 
free ad was their flow of thought and word, they 
were composed with almost unexampled pains 
and effort. As M. Scherer, the friend and 
biographer of Sainte-Beuve remarks, they 
issued from a Benedictine eell.” 

The work of preparing each one began recu- 
lariy Monday morning and proceeded according 
to an invariable routine, : 

Having selected his subject, to which he had often 
given much reflection, and which he hed often treated 
in another ferm, he dictated a rough outline of the 
article, filling in bianks and making additions with 
bis own hand, This fret draft was then copied, re- 
vised, and sometimes written over agen. For 
twelve hours daily, from Monday to Thursday, he 
labored in his study, refusing to receive visitors or to 
be interrupted in auy way, and taking no relaxation 
till the evening. By Friday the manuscript was ready 
for the printer, and on that day Sainte-Bouve went and 
read over what be had composed to Dr. Veron, whose 
judgment he valued for a reason resembling that whica 
induced Moliere to respect the verdict of his old house- 
keeper, After profiting by Dr. Veron’s suggestions or 
ovjections, he had ibe article put in type; after the 
proof had been subjected toa revision us minute and 
searching as that which the menuscript had under- 
gone, it wae pronounced ready for publication on 
Monday. When it did appear, the accuracy and ap. 
ness of every quotation, the correctness of every name 
and date, were as noteworthy as ite general finish and 
effect as a whole, 

What might not any writer accomplish who 
had the leisure and patience to toil like this over 
every composition? Pure resolution, unaided 
by talent, should, at the cost of such prodigious 
labor and prolonged practice, produce work of a 
highly respectable quality. The remuneration 
which Sainte Beuve received from Le Consiiiw 
tie was $60 for each article, amounting to an 
annual salary of $3,120. The Causeries de 
Lundi” fill twenty-five volumes, and these form 
but about one-balf his collected writings. 

The papers included in the present votume 
under the head of “Enelish Portraits have 
the following titles: Mary Queen of Seots; 
Lord Chestertieid; Benjamin Franklin; Ed- 
ward Gibbon; William Cowper; English Liter- 
ature, by H. Taine; and Pope asa Poet. They 
are selected by the editor as fair specimens of 
the most pleasing of Sainte-Benve's writings. 
As such the English reader may feel free to 
form from them an estimate of the genius and 
character of one who has for vears been ac- 
counted the foremost man of letters in France. 
The papers are prefaced by an extended review 
of the l.fe and writings of the author of ‘‘ Cause- 
ries de Landi.”

NORTHERN MICHIGAN. 

A Bush to Pre-empt Indiau Lands Re- 
stored te Hemestead-Entry. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., April 27.—i have just re- 
turned frova a trip to Traverse City, which place 
I visited at the time of the opening of the Land 
Office for the pre-empting of the indian Reserve 
lands, which a recent act of Congress restored 
to homestead-entry and market. The final act 
was passed March 3, 1875. It opens to bona-fide 
homestead-settlers over 100,000 acres of lands. 
All the lands, im fact, of the Indian Reservation, 
after allowing patenta to issue to 320 members 
of the Ottawa and Chippewa Indians of Michi- 
gan, are subject; to entry under the Homestead 
laws for one year om the passage of the act as 
above; and the lands remaining shall be of- 
fered for sale at a price not exceeding $2.50 per 
acre.” 

Since the passage of the act, there has been 
great activity among tbe soldiers especially,

DRY-ROT ON LEMON PLANTATIONS. 

A malady called la secheresse, or dry-rot, has 
attacked the lemon-piant, and threatens great 
loss on lemon plantations. It seizes the ex- 
tremities of the plant, sometimes the root, some- 
times the braoches, and, gradually spreading 
over the whole tree, dries up the sap as it goes 
along. All attempts to stay the progress of the 
diseasé have been nnevailing. The lemon is a 
comparatively hardy tree, mach more easily cul- 
tivated than the orange. It has, therefore, been 
carelessly treated, and doubtless to- this fact is 
owing the present disease, as well as to the 
habit of forcing it beyond its capacity. The 
tree is a mative of the dry and hot soil of Persia, 
but, transferred to various ciimates, it has been 
made to yield a largely-increased harvest. It 
is suggested that by grafting cuttings of the 
healthy lemoa-plant oa the wild orange-tree a 
new stock of sound and vigcrous plapis may be 
obtained, and by care iv cultivation the disease 
may be avoided. Itis said that symptoms of 
the malady are appearing in orange plantations. 


SUMMER SCIENTIFIC COURSE. 

A summer course of instraction in chemistry 
and botany is announced at Harvard Uni- 
versity, Oambridge, for the benefit of 
teachers and other adults. In the depart- 
ment of chemistry instruction will be given 
in general chemistry, qualitative analysis, quan- 
titative analysis, and determinative mineralogy.

The mean distance of Jupiter from the sun is 
477,500,000 miles, or a little more than 5.2 
times the mean distanes of the earth 
from the gun. He travels through 
space (around the sun) at the rate of s little 
more tham 8 miles per second. His equa- 
torial diameter is 85,550 miles, or 10.8 times that 
of the earth. His volume is 1227.6 times that of 
the earth. His weight (mass) compares with 
that of the earth as 305.27 to 1: to that of the 
earth plus the moon as 301.56 to 1; and to that 
of the sun as 1 to 1048 nearly, 

Jupiter is attended by four satellites, the re- 
spective diameters of which are 2,350 miles. 
2,110 miles, 3,448 miles, and 2,950 miles. Ail 
but the second are larger than our moon. The

Buffoa calculated further, that three of the 
satellites of Jupiter are already died out worlds: 
that one of them (the largest) is far advanced im 
the frigid phase; and that Saturna will require 
84,000 years longer to cool down to the preseat 
condition of the earth,

OUR PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 

The New York World, in a malicious and 
spiteful article entitled “Chicago and the 
Underwriters,” seeks to make the impression 
that Chicago is doing and has done nothing 
to render itself safe from largely destructive 
confiagrations, with the evident inténtion to 
prejudice the investment of insurance capital 
here. The article abounds with errors and 
misstatements, and the general spirit of it 
séems to have been inspired by Gen. AI 
as a compensation for his disappointments in 
his efforts to load down the city with an enor- 
mous debt and the prosecution of his doubt- 
ful reforms. 

The World says in answer to Taz Trisune’s 
statement, that while the fire limits have been 
extended over the entire city, wooden 
buildings are erected without regard to the 
fire limits.” This is a direct and sweeping 
falsehood, from whatever source it may have 
emanated. No wooden buildings have been 
erected since the fire ordinance was passed. 
On the other hand, several thousands of brick 
buildings have been built, and many bun- 
dreds of frame buildings have been moved 
away, outside the fire limits, or have been 
torn down to make room for brick and stone 
structures. Again the World says: “ A great 
deal of large pipe has been laid to replace 
smaller pipe in the business district, | Large 
pipes without a plentiful supply of water and 
a sufficient force of men and apparatus to use 
it are not valuable means of preventing large 
fies, and at present Chicago has neither of 
these.” This, too, is a gross misstate- 
ment.

The four large en- 
gines at the Water-Works have an immense 
capacity, as has been abundantly shown in 
the severe test of last winter, and are fully 
up to the capacity of the water-pipes. Again 
the World says: A second tunnel now ex- 
tends diagonally under the city for a distance 
of 4 miles. This is useful in some degree 
now, and will be very valuable when the 
pumping works are erected, but during the 
six, or twelve, or eighteen months to inter.

that, in round numbers, 12} miles of 6-inch, 
14 miles of inch, 5 miles of 12-inch, 14

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The disposition of these pipes has been 
made with special reference to fires. The 
6-inch pipes have been laid with reference to 
the supply of dwellings; they have been laid 
on cross streets, and connect at each corner 
with the 8-inch pipes, which in turn are con- 
nected with the 12, 16, 24, and 36-inch pipes. 
The larger pipes are connected with the fire- 
plugs, so that the supply of the latter cannot 
be exhansted. Much of the old 6-inch pipe 
has been supplemented by 8-inch pipe laid 
alongside of it, the 8-inch pipe connecting 
exclusively with the fire-plugs. In addition 
to these provisions for fire, there have been 
constructed nineteen inexhaustible cisterns, 
each capable of supplying a number of en- 


gines. These have been constructed in the 


business portion of the city and in the 
southern and southwestern parts of the city, 
there being four of them on West Twenty- 
second street; in the very point of danger 
from the lumber district. There are now 
2,439 fire-plugs in use. 

The Marshal recommends that no more 
pipes of less than 8 inches be laid for fire 
purpose, and that these be laid only in short 
streets. He points out several districts which 
are yet poorly supplied with water as a means 
of extinguishing fire, and suggests the exten- 
sion of the larger mains to these localities. 

We suggest that the exhibit of what Chi- 
cago has done and is still doing, notwith- 
standing her crippled condition, in the way 
of provision of water in case of fire, will com- 
pare favorably with like work donein any 
other city. It should be remembered that in 
addition to her water-supply furnished 
through pipes, the city has a river extending 
north and south a distance of 7 miles, which 
is available by the Fire Department in all 
cases when fires are contiguous on either 
side of this stream. 


POVERTY AT THE SOUTH. 

The Hon. Wu D. Keer, of Pennsyl- 
vania, the protectionist and inflationist, has 
just returned from Florida, and reports that 
in the Southern States there is a large amount 
of shinplasters in circulation; that munici- 
pal and railroad corporations are issuing their 
due bills, that State bank motes are used in 
place of greenbacks, and that negroes obtain 
nothing for their cotton but orders on stores. 
All ‘this he attributes to the want of more 
greenbacks (I). He fails to see that it is the 
result of a want of capital. The corporations 
whose income falls short of their ependli- 
tures are suffering for the want of money. 
They can get National Bank notes or 
greenbacks if they had any valuable thing 
to give for them; and how Mr. Krzzzy pro- 
poses to put money into the hands of men 
who have nothing to exchange for it, is not 
satisfactorily explained by the pet scheme of 
which he claims to be the father. That 
scheme is that any person having Govern- 
ment bonds may deposit the same with the 
Treasury of the United States, and receive 
therefor greenbacks; and anybody having 
more greenbacks than he wants may deposit 
them with the Treasury and receive therefor 
bonds bearing 8.65 per cent interest. This 
presupposes that the public have bonds for 
which they cannot get currency: But 

not the trouble at the South. 


and coppers. The Treasury might be over- 
flowing with all these, and yet it would not 
help the condition of the railroad company 
that pays its officers and employes in passen- 
ger-tickets, or the municipal corporation that 
issues scrip to its creditors for the want of 
uncollected taxes. The trouble at the South 
is a serious and distressing one, but the evil 
is not one to be reached by Mr. Kurs 
inflation remedy. To tell these impecunions 
people and corporations that they can get all 
the greenbacks and bank notes they want 
upon depositing national bonds at Washing- 
ton, is hardly less cruel than to tell the man 
who has no money or credit, and is starving 
for food, that he can buy plenty of good beef 
for 15 cents a pound, and excellent bread at 5 
cents a pound. What these people at the 
South want is money-capital,—not any par- 
ticular kind of it, but money having purchas- 
ing power. 

The means of living of any people is that 
furnished by the prodaction of their labor. 
If they produce nothing, they have nothing ; 
if they produce only enough to feed them- 
selves, they have nothing to sell or to ex- 
change for those things they do not produce. 
When the country produces nothing to sell, 
or beyond its own immediate wants, it has 
nothing to transport over railroads or water 
routes; has nothing giving employment to 
merchants, so transportation and commerce 
must languish and become unprofitable, and 
the capital employed therein must seek other 
places for investment. “When 4 country

people, then labor is reduced to the mini-

Before the War, cotton sold at 8} to 9 cents 
per pound; in 1874, it sold at about 15 cents 
per pound. But under the protective sya- 
tem the advantage and profit of the increase 
in price is taken away from the producers, 
who get but $125,000,000 in exchange pro- 
duets for the $212,000,000 of the cotton they 
produced. 

Mr. Ketnry failed to see that this confis- 
dating process, continued year after year, is 
eating away the substance of the people of 
the South, and is so impoverishing that they 
have now no money, nor anything to give in 
exchange for it. 

A GIANT EVIL AND ITS REMEDY. 

The strongest trades-unions in the country 
are waging war in Pennsylvania. On the 
one side is the Miners’ National Union, ig- 
norant, selfish, and defiant, drawing supplies 
from the whole country, even from unions 
formed in totally different trades. On theother 
is the uhion, complete in everything but a 
formal organization, of the mine-owners of 
Pennsylvania, more intelligent than the 
other, but equally selfish and equally defiant, 
and backed by capital owned in many States 
and in England. 

At the beginning of this year the stock of 
coal on hand was very large, The dimin- 
ished demand, due to the stoppage of many 
manufactories, the extinction of many fur- 
naces, and the general industrial stagnation, 
had caused the accumulation... Prices were 
falling. The operators from nearly the 
whole Pennsylvania coal-region met and fixed 
upon a rate of wages 20 per cent below the 
standard in 1874. They knew thatthe re. 
duction ‘would certainly cause a strike, for 
the wages of 74 had been received with great 
grumbling. It is this knowledge which 
makes the action of the operators as inex- 
eusable as that of the men. Several courses 
were open to the former. They might have 
presented a fair statement of the condition 
of trade to the men, and have invited the lat- 
ter to unite with them in organizing a court 
of arbitration or conciliation, which should 
settle the question of wages. They might 
have formed industrial partnerships on the 
plan witith has proved successful in England 
among a population almost as savage as that 
which now riots in Pennsylvania. They 
might have offered the men work at half. 
time for half-wages, or reduced time for re- 
duced wages, and have explained why this 
was necessary. Instead of adopting any of 
these résonable methods, they said to the 
men, abruptly and curly: Work at 80 per 
cent of your present wages, or you'll get no 
work to do.” 

The miners, under these ciroumstances, 
might have proposed any one of several plans 
of compromise. They showed not the slight- 
est anxiety to arrive at a fair settlement. 
They struck, in a frenzy of ignorant rage. 
Worse than this, they forced thousands of 
their comrades who wished to work at the re- 
duced wages to throw aside the pick and sit 
down in idleness-and misery. 

Then the war began. It has now been 
raging for several months. It is said that the 
strikers number 40,000 workmen. They 
probably represent a population of néarly 
200,000. The stockholders in the corpora- 


and the ten depend for bare subsistence upon 
their own scanty savings and the precarious 
charity of other laborers. The savings were 
long ago exhausted, and the charity has be- 
come fitful and faint. The merehants of the 
mining-region, afraid to refuse credit, have 
had their shelves swept bare, and can find no 
wholesaler willing to replenish their stocks, 
As the sources of supply fail, the men grow 
more desperate. The geattering cases of 
robbery and murder grow more frequent. 
Officers of the law are maimed and killed 
while attempting to discharge their duties. 
Military occupation is the only safety for the 
country. Yet, even in the districts where the 
soldiers are encamped, outrages upon property 
are constant and grave. Buildings are burned ; 
machinery is destroyed ; worst of all, mines 
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til 1861, the Southern whites were divided 
into Whigs and Democrats. The former 
favored the Union. The latter, except the 
Dovoz as wing, opposed it. In the heat of 
the conflict of 1860, despite all the influences 
brought to bear in favor of secession, the 
anti-Democratic majority in the aggregate 
Southern vote was 135,000. This shows that 
the division into two great parties maintained 
itself oven at that trying time. This di- 
vision, moreover, is natural and practically 
inevitable. All free political communities 
separate into progressive and stationary, lib- 
eral and conservative, wings. The reasons 
for this lie deep in human nature. Some 
strong passion, like that excited by war, 
race-prejudice, or religion, may temporarily 
unite men of the two casts of character, 
but the fusion is an unnatural one, and can- 
not endure long. As fast as the prejudice of 
race dies away at the South, that is, as soon 
as the negroes feel sure of fair treatment and 
civil rights, and are not kept together by the 
force of fear, human nature will assert itself, 
and the Southern whites, as well as blacks, 
will separate into the two parties, Progressive 
and Conservative, into which they belong. 

The letters written from New Orleans by 
Mr. Cual Norpsorr to the New York 
Herald show that the color-line is fading out 
of Louisiana politics, and that its disappear- 
ance is producing precisely the result which 
we have predicted. 

The census of 1870 showed a popula- 
tion in Louisiana of 87,076 white and 
86,918 black males over 21 years of 
age. As the census was taken in the 
summer, when a large number of whites are 
always absent, and was inefficiently taken on 
the pine hills which lie back of the bottom 
lands, it has always been claimed that the 
white vote was much underrated. On the 
other hand, the number of unnaturalized 
foreigners in the State, especially at New 
Orleans; the large black immigration into the 
State since 1870; and the fact that every black 
voter votes while many whites stay away 
from the polls,—these causes perhaps main- 
tain a substantial equality in the number of 
votes actually cast by. the two races.. Under 
such circumstances, when each race forms a 
separate party, the temptations to swell a 
doubtful majority by fraud have been very 
great, and the opportunities for doing so have

FIVE MILLIONS WORTH OF DEFICIENCIES 

A man who has spent several years ina 
Washington Department, as nearly all of the

MURDERER ARRESTED.
